'fix-President John Tyler died in llich 


moud, Virginia, on Friday night week. 
Ho was born in Gharlus county, Va., on 
tht 2«J th of Margh, 179U, and at tliu age of 
'19 was admitted to the bar.

afterwards he was chosen a member of the 
Virginia Legislature. In 1815, when by 
the death of the Hou. John Clopton, a va- 
cancy occurred in the representation in 
Congress in the llichmond district, Mr.

such prisoners at the expense of the United 
Suites, and to such extent as maybe p«r- 
niitted by the authorities under whom such 
prisoners are held.
